Drainage Trustee Eckhart spoke in the sup- 
port of the motion, stating that it was the best 
practical way of getting at the situation. 

Mr. Harrison expressed the opinion that 
50 percent at least of the typhoid-fever re- 
ports were “‘ scare,” that much of it does not 
exist, 

_ Commissioner Aldrich turned the discussion 
in à new direction by suggesting that although 
the appointment of a committee of three en- 
gineers would be all right in ite way the great 
problem was not how this evil could.be reme- 
died but how to get the money to do it. He 
had made a report to the Council Jan. 18, 
after a careful investigation by the 
0 ‘ity Engineer, that by an : expenditure of 
$78,000 the pumping capacity of the Bridge- 
port station would be increased 60,000 cu- 
bie feet a minute. This would be the normal 
capacity of the pumps. They could be run 
up to 75,000 or 80,000 feet a minute, but would 
wear out much sooner. ; 

The Question of Expense. 

The cost of raising the banks of the canal 
to accommodate this increased flow,“ con- 
cluded the Commissioner, * cannot be borne 
by the city. It ought to be done by the Drain- 
age Board, and it has been suggested, too, 
that it should advance the money to extend 
the pumping works, . 

Mr. Wenter referred to the meeting of the 
Drainage Boara at which several city officials 
were present, where the power of the board’to 
advance money for such a purpose was dis- 
cussed and the conclusion reached that it did 
not have the power, as the act establishing 
the board only empowered it to dig a drainage 
channel, 

Trustee Cooley sustained his fellow trustee’s 
position and insinuated that the City Council 
was showing a “ cheese-paring disposition“ 
to refuse to expend a small amount of money 


to protect the health and hves of the people 


of the city. 

Commissioner ‘Aldrich came to the defense 
of the Council by calling attention to the fact 
that the resources of the city were limited, 
failing by far to meet its needs. In 
proof he cited the fact that 
his estimates for $4,000,000 for his depart- 
ment had been cut down to less than $2,000,- 
000 because of the lack of funds, though he 
had not asked for a dollar more than was 
needed. The Drainage Trustees, authorized 
to spend $20,000,000 to dig adrainage channel, 
were not, he said, taking a broad-gauge view 
of their duties by-refusing to spend a few thou- 
sand dollars to furnish temporary relief pend- 
ing the completion of the drainage channel. 

Mr. Harrison introduced the following: 

Resolved, As the sense of this meeting, that, 
knowing the financial condition of the city and its 
limited means under the charter, the Drain- 
age Board be requested to look into the legal 
question involved and see what it can do towards 
providing for the expenditures necessary to bring 
about the needed relief. 

Mr. Hutt seconded the resolution. Dr. 
Rauch referred to a communication addressed 
by him to the Drainage Board some time ago 
advocating the pumping of 1,200,000 cubie feet 
a minute down the canal and to the opinion 
rendered by S. S. Gregory, the attorney of the 
board, that the board had the power to pro- 
vide for the increased volume of water. 

After further discussion by Mr. Harrison, 
Mr. Cooley, and Commissioner Aldrich the 
resolution was adopted. 

The conference then adjourned subject to 
call, 


NO TRACE OF TYPHUS APPARENT. 


Italians Who Oame Over on the Massilia 
Fqund in Chicago. 

The tamily of Italian immigrants who ar- 
rived in New York en route fur Chicago Jan. 
30 on the steamer Massilia, and who were re- 
ported to be suffering. with typhus, were found 
yesterday in this city. The family consists of 
a father and mother, three children, and a rel- 
ative of the parents. They are Angelo Bona- 
figlio, 60 years old; Rosa Bonafiglio, 52 years 
old; Julia, Congelta, and Mariette Bonafiglio, 
18, 11, and 8 years old, respectively; and Jo- 
sephine Bonafiglio, 66 years old. 

The family is living in clean, comfortable 
apartments at No. 8045 Lyons avenue, and 
there is nothing about the members to indi- 
cate that they are not in the healthiest possi- 
ble condition. They have settled down in 
their little home with the intention of becom- 
ing citizens of Chicago. As yet the father has 
been unable to get employment, but he ex- 
pect to go to work in a short time for the Beit 
railroad. 

Inspector Kellogg of the Health Department 
accompanied by Dr. E. Garrott, thé senior 
medical inspector of the department, went 
out to Bonafiglio’s home yesterday afternoon 
and were unable to discover the slightest indi- 
cation of illness of any kind. 

Through Josef Blasi, an interpreter, it was 
learned that the family had previously lived 
in Cosenza, Calabria, Italy, in a healthy 
district. They embarked on the Massilia 
Jan. 7 at Naples and came direct 
to Chicago after reaching New York. There 
were no other persons connected with their 
party. They have already been in Chicago 
sixteen days, a period sufficient to overlap the 
time of incubation for typhus germs. This 
makes their freedom from fever a certainty. 

Several passengers from the Massilia were 
billed for Chicago, but the most vigilant 
search on the part of the Health Department 
inspectors has failed to locate them. One 
family went to Buffalo and two othersto Pitts- 


burg. 
SEIZED FEVER-INFECTED CLOTHING. 


What a Health Inspector Found at No. 22 
O’Brien Street. 

A report reached the health office yesterday 

afternoon that children’s clothing was being 

manufactured for down-town firms at No. 22 


O'Brien street, and that the people residing in 


the house are ill with scarlet-fever. 

An inspector was itnmediately sent to in- 
vestigate the case. He found fi f. 
teen Hebrews confined in a small 
room hard at werk upon children’s 
apparel. In an adjoining bedroom was & 
young child dangerously 11 with scarlet-fever 
in its most malignant form. The case had 
been reported by the attending physician and 
the customary red sign posted on the house, 
but the people who were employed there 
seemed entirely ignorant of its meaning or 
the danger they were causing themselves. 

One hundred pairs of trousers, all ready- 
made and about to be disposed of, were seized 
by the health officers, who will see that they 
are disinfected before being placed on the 
market. The department also ordered the 
workmen dismissed and closed up the house 
until the patient recovers from the infectious 


disease. 
A TYPHUS CASE IN PITTSBURG, 


Young Italian Develops the Disease—His 
Description of the Voyage. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Feb. 16.— Special. }—A 
typhus fever case has been discovered in Pitts- 
burg. It is that of an Italian who was a pas- 
senger on the typhus-stricken Massilia. Dr. I. 
J. Emery was called last evening to attend 
the patient at his lodgings, No. 1135 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. The man was apparently not 
very ill, and it was not until this morning 
that Dr. Emery concluded it was a case of 
typhus. So far his case is not considered a 
violent one. The matter was officially report- 
ed to the Bureau of Health, and the officiais at 
once set about to see what could be done. All 
precautions against the spreading of the dis- 
ease have been made. It is said that seven- 
teen of the Massilia passengers came to Pits- 
burg. As yet only one case of typhus has 
been developed.

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IT WAS TOO GREEDY. 


DISASTER SEEMS TO THREATEN 
THE OATMEAL COMBINE. 


So Much Competition Has Been Brought 
About by Its High Prices That Mills 
Have Sprung Up Like Mushrooms and 
Now the Trust Has to Sell Its Product 
at Less than Cost—How the Combine 
Conducted Its Business—The Problem 
Now Before It for Solution. 


The latest incident in an interesting trust 
drama was the failure last week of the S. J. 
Burns & Co. oatmeal mulls at St. Joseph, Mo. 
The history of the oatmeal business in this 
country for the lastfive or six years is 
as striking a lesson in political economy as 
can be furnished in any line of industrial af- 
fairs. The evils of industrial pools and trust 
combinations, when maneged with too great 
greed, are shown in the oattneal business, 
after several years of thorough trial, in a con- 
dition of depression that is perhaps greater 
than in any other line of active industry. 

The conditiou of the oatmeal business today 
may be summarized in about this way: The 
capacity of the oatmeal mills in the country is 
4,000, 000 barrels of meal a year. The total 
consumption is 500, 000 barrels of meal. Under 
the influence of pools and trust combinations 
the construction of mills has been so stimu- 


} lated beyond tne needs of consumption that 


seven-eighths of the mills now standing 
are useless for the purposes for which 
they were built, and represent only so much 
idle and wasted capital. On the other hand, 
the competition of these mills, which have 
been extended to eightfold the capacity for 
which there is need, isso great that the prod- 
uct is now being sold to the wholesale trade 
at prices actually less than the raw grain that 
is required to make the meal. This seemingly 
impossible and ridiculous condition of affairs 
is an actual fact. That competition has led 
the business into such straits can be readily 
seen from the following figures: Oatmea! is 
now being sold to the trade by some mills as 
low as $3.50.a barrel. It requires from eleven 
and a half to twelve bushels of oats to make 
a barrel of meal, the best constructed modern 
mills not being able to do better than the 
lower figure. With oats at 32 cents the cost 
for the grain to make a barrel of meal is 
$3.84. The barrel itself costs 35 cents, so that 
the barrel of meal that is being sold to whole- 
salers for $3.50 costs $4.19 to produce. The 
loss is not quite so much as that because the 
mills seli the waste product of the oat kernel 
to cattle feeders, but by the closest work the 
mills are capable of there is a net loss on 
every barrel of meal sold at $3.50. 

The history of the condition and the com- 
binations and pools that‘have resulted in such 
a blight on the trade forms an unusually in- 
teresting chapter in industrial political econ- 
omy, and it is one that may well be studied 
by the stockholders of such similar com bi- 
nations as the New York and the American 
Biscuit companies, the American Strawboard 
company, or the Western Stone company. 

Beginning of the Combination. 

The first combination of any importance 
was formed six or seven years ago and in- 
cluded six mills. Most of them were in the 
East, and the big Muscatine, Ia., mill repre- 
sented the Western end of the combination. 
These mills hung closely together for a long 
time and were known to the trade as the im- 
mortal sik. Their agreement extended 


only to the maintaining of prices and no re- 


striction was placed on the output. The great 
competitor was the Shoemacher mills at 
Akron, O. Mr. Shoemacher is the father of 


the oatmeal business in this country and had 


built up enormous mills at Akron. He oc- 
cupied a position of such prominence 
that he would listen to no talk 
of combination. His competitors said 
that he considered the oatmeal business of the 
country was his by right of appropriation and 
that any oue else who went into it was an 
interloper. A great tire swept away the 
Shoemacher mills and while the firemen were 
still playing on the $1,500,000 ruins the im- 
mortal six combin@tion advanced their price 
2 cents a barrel. It took a long time to re- 


- build the Akron mills and while that wds be- 


ing done great inroads were made upon their 
trade. When they were ready for business 
once more Mr. Shoemacher was also ready to 
listen to talk of a pool agreement. 

Aiter sonie time the negotiations resulted ina 

ol which embraced every oatmeal mill in 
the country. The arrangement under which 
the pool was formed was that each mill was 
alloted a certain percentage, based upon the 
business it had been doing, No restriction 
was put on the production, but at the end of 
each month the total output was reckoned up, 
the percentage of the whole each mill 
was entitled to was calculated, and 
those who overran theit percentage 
paid into the pool a fixed amount 
a barrel and those who underran received the 
same amount a barrel. The plus and the 
minus amounts, of course, just balanced and 
there was as much drawn out as paid in. This 
worked to the great satisfaction of the pro- 
ducers. 

The pool started with the understanding 
that prices be fixed so as to make a profit of 
25 cents a barrel and that was the amount 
paid into the pool by those who overran their 
percentages. It was found so easy to make 25 
cents a barrel that it was thought they might 
just as well make 50 cents, and finally they ar- 
gued themselves into the behef that this profit 
might just as well be put at $1 a barrel, and 
toward the end to $1,50a barrel. The flour- 
ishing of a green bay tree was as nothing com- 
pared with the prosperity of the oatmeal men 
at this time. The big Muscatine mill, with 
its capacity of over | 1,000,000 barrels a year, 
found the situation particularly prosperous. 
This mill had built up a great trade on the 
Pacific coast and when the pooling arrange- 
ment was made, while nothing was said 
about the extent of this trade, the jurisdiction 
of the pool was, on demand of the Muscatine 
people, limited to the territory east of the 
Rocky Mountains, This Pacific coast busi- 
ness grew enormously, and, while the Mus- 
catine mill was running at the top of its 
speed night and day, the demand of this far 
Western trade was so great that each month 
the mill fell far behind its alloted percentage 
in the territory covered by the pool. The re- 
sult was that the Muscatine mill managed to 
scrape out a profit of $2.50 a barrel, because 
it sold on the coast at a big profit what it pro- 
duced and besides collected a rebate of $1 a 
barrel from the pool because it was selling 
less in the pool territory than its percentage 
quota. 

Further into the Mire, 

While matters were apparently running so 
profitably as this as a matter of fact a pit was 
being dug into which the whole business was 
to fall. Some of the members of the pool 
had a vague idea Of the situation, but instead 
of striking at the real trouble and reducing 
protits so as not to overstimulate competition 
they really got further into the mire by at- 
tempting a consolidation with their trust of 
all the oatmeal mills that had sprung up in 
the country since the original combination 
was made. The American Cereal company 


was formed, first with a capital of $1,500,000. 


Of this $1,000,000 represented the value of 
plants taken into the concern, and $500,000 
was working capital. The capitalizanon was 
of the usually watery character of similar 
enterprises. The scheme by which the relative 
value of the plants taken in was arrived at 
whs a computation in which were included the 
elements of capacity, production for a series 
of years, prices at which the product was dis- 
posed of, and the intrinsic value of the real 
property. 2 
‘While the combination was drawing closer 
the ext ord. ry p 20 unde the ) 
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maintained by the pool those same prices 


were attracting into the business more and 
more capital. Mills were but up at Des 
Moines, St. Joe, Kansas City, and Beatrice. 
In fact, they began to dot the whole grain- 
producing section of the West. 

Writers in millmg trade journals and else- 
where began to tell of the great profits of the 
business and the advantages offered capital to 
invest in that field: That had to be stopped, 
and the pool, it is said, soom had on its pay-roll 
a number of writers and mill journals. These 
people are said to have been paid from $1,000 
to $2,000 a year to say nothing. The pool, of 
course, had to arrange t@ take in these new 
mills which were built. Seon the combined 
capacity began to be out of all proportion 
to the consumption. Something had to be 
done, and what the pool decided to do was to 
lease and shut down a large number of mills, 
The screws were put under the prices once 
more and the consumer made to pay the rent 
of these mills. Another 50 conts was added 
to the prices and. that money was used to pay 
the rental of mills whose doors had been 
closed by the pool. 

Forty-four Mills Shut Down. 

That sort of thing kept on till there were 
forty-four mills shut down by the pool and 
only thirteen mills runn T hose thirteen 
mills not only had to mak the profit for their 
stockholders, but they alsq had to make profit 
for the stockholders’ of forty-four mills 
that were idle. They did this for a time, but 
at last the strain proved) too great and the 
pool broke. | 

This left the American pe company ina 
precarious situation. Ii first year while the 
pool was able to keep up Prices’ that company 
paid dividends of 15 pet cent even on its 
nebulous capitalization. When the pool broke 
it was not a question of dividends but a matter 
of existence. The compahy did what other 
companies of the same kitid have since done. 
More mills were taken in and bonds were 
issued to the amount of $2,000,000. Then 
another $1,000,000 of stock was issued. The 
company was first organized under the laws 
of the State of Virgini There was a reor- 
ganization or two and company is now 
operating under the laws & Ohio. 

How the whole matter to work out is the 
question that the entire meal fraternity is 
struggling with. It is ceffain that they can- 
not go on indefinitely making meal for less 
than the cost of the oat’ that go into the hop- 
per. Fire has accomplisted much in the way 
of a reduction of competition, and a result of 
that is that there has been a good deal of un- 
pleasant talk about selling out to the insur- 
ance companies and about meeting competi- 
tion with incendiarism. 

The oatmeal men will need to eat of their 
own product and “ fatten their brains till 
they can devise some préject that will help 
them out of their presentgirfficulties. 

A project is now being eonsidered for unit- 
ing all the mills in the country once. more. 
The lesson of ruinous competition has been 
sufficiently learned, it is thought, so that mill- 
owners will listen to the propositions, while 
the field is already so vastly overbuilt that it 
is believed fresh capital uld not again be 
induced to build more competitive mills even 
if a combination is brought about which puts 
prices once more on a paying basis.

the-excursion was practically covered by sub- 
scriptions from prominent citizens, a number 
of whom, including Philip A. Armour, Mar- 
shail Field, George A. Swift, and others, had 
headed the subscription list with $1,000 each. The 
Palmer House, Auditorium, and Grand Pacific 
hotels have voluntarily assumed the entire 
cost of hotel entertainment of the guests dur- 
ing their three days’ stay. It is understood, 
also, that the Baltimore and Ohio road, over 
which the excursionists will. come West, and 
the Pennsylvania road, over which they will 
return, will furnish their engines free of 
charge.

Charging a Big Business Firm with Fraud- 
-ulently Securing Insurance, 

Local agents of an insurance company claim 
to have in their possession proofs of a promi- 
nent Chicago business firm’s rascality. They 
claim that a fraud was perpetrated upon their 
company which promises to cause a sensation 
if the case ever reaches the courts. 

It seems that in making out an inventory to 
be used as the basis for insurance the value of 
the firm’s property was misrepresented to the 
extent of several thousand dollars. What 


makes the thing doubly interesting is the fact 


that the firm accused of the fraudulent act 
enjoys the reputation of being one of the most 
substantial and honorable business houses in 
the country. It is a millionaire concern. 

The insurance people say that the negotia- 
tions for a settlement have been of a most 
unsatisfactory nature. No disposition to 
render satisfaction has been shown on the 
part of the perpetrators of the fraud, who 
seem inclined to treat the matter in a blus- 
tering manner and to rely largely on their 
reputation to help them out of the difficulty. 
Unless there is a decided change in their, con- 
duct within a few days the insurance com- 
pany will sue and make a full exposition,

ASKING ABOUT CASH. 


COLLECTIONS BY THE TRAVELERS? 
PROTECTIVH ASSOCIATION, 


The Northwestern Traveling Men's Associa. 
tion Issues a Circular Regarding the 
Matter Reflecting on the First-Named 


Organization—It Claims to Be Attend- 


ing to the Matter for Which Contribu- 
tions Are Being Solicited and to Have 
Enough Money for Present Needs, 
„What has become of all the money that has 
been collected by the Travelers’ Protective 
Association from the merchants of this and 
other cities?’’ 
The inquiry is made by some of the promi- 
nent members of the Northwestern Traveling 
Men's Association, and the answer is also of in- 


terest to a large number of merchants and 


manufacturers in Chicago who have been sub- 
scribing funds to this organization for several 
years on various petitions. The latest bears a 
recent date and asks the merchants to call a 
meeting at the Grand Pacific hotel, the’ object 
of which is to raise money to defray the ex- 
penses of a committee to Washington. The 
circular, which was received by nearly every 
jobber in the city, intimates that the whole- 
sale houses will be requested to contribute in 
the neighborhood of $30 each. The gentle- 
man who called at the various houses in the 
interest of this meeting received little if any. 
encouragement, and no one could be found 
who had attended. The circular set forth the 
advantages of the association and made the T. 
P. A responsible for all that had been accom- 
plished in the way of securing special rates of 
transportation and, baggage for commercial 
travelers. 

The efforts of the Travelers’ Protective As- 
sociation to raise money among the mer- 
chants of this city has brought out the follow- 
ing circular from the Northwestern Traveling 
Men’s Association: | 

Cuicaaco, Feb. 15.— To the Wholesale Merchants 
and Manufacturers of Chicago: In justice to 
you and the gentlemen who recently called upon 
you for a small contribution towards 4 special 
fund for the purpose of defraying the epenses 
of a committee appointed by the Commercial 
Travelers’ Federation of the United States, the 


‘Chieago members of the federation being the 


Northwestern Traveling Men's Association, an 
organization well and favorably Known to the 
business-men of this community, it is desired to 
make this statement: The committee was ap- 
pointed and the money subscribed to increase the 
usefulness of the 500-mile ticket, secure a more 
liberal allowance of free baggage, and to aid in 
securing the passage of the amendment to the 
Inter-State Commerce bill now before Congress 
favorable to the commercial travelers. — 


We take this means of advising you that the 


money subscribed and in the hands of a well- 
known business-man is ample for the present 
needs, and is being honestly and judiciously used 
for the purpose for which it was collected, and 
the attempts of the Travelers’ Protective Associa- 
tion to collect money from you ostensibly for the 
purposes mentioned is unnecessary and liable to 
confuse and refiect upon those to whose support 
you have so generously responded. | 

The past record of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association in such matters is not such as would 
recommend the organization to your confidence, 


and we believe that an attempt is being made to 


impose on your generosity. We take this method 
of warning you against such solieitatiens. All 
subscribers to the federation fund will be advised 
from time to time as to the results. 

Mr. Clink’s Explanation. — 

In his explanation of the position taken by 
the Northwestern Traveling Men’s Associa- 
tion D. K. Clink, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of that organization, said. 

„We simply take the grounds that the 
Travelers’ Protective Association of America 
has not carried out what was first intended to 
be the principles of the organization. The 
money collected for purposes for which it was 
originally intended has been misused and no 
one seems to be able to tell what has become 
of it. At one time it was the largest organiza- 
tion of traveling men in the United States, 
but it dwindled down on account of the lack 
of confidence of the merchants until it now 
has about 900 members and a large proportion 
of these are not traveling men. 

The T. P. A. is now appealing to the mer- 
chants of Chicago and other cities for meney 
to push the O’Neill bill now in the Senate and 
the Quay bill to amend the Inter-State Com- 
merce law for the purpose of making travel- 
ing men a preferred class. 

ee of these bills have been pußhed by 
the Northwestern Traveling Men’s Association 
and all the money that has been required has 
been furnished by the association. If any 


more money is required we have it in good 


hands, and it is not necessary for the mer- 
chants of Chicago to subscribe any more 
money. As traveling men we are oppesed to 
the merchants being imposed upon. Those 
who know the record of the Travelers“ Pro- 
tective Association will not giveit any more 
money, as it has never been shown just what 
becomes ot it. It has two salaried officers, 
neither of whom is atraveling man. Their 
headquarters are in St. Louis, where they both 
work for the same house. The President 
draws 51.200 a year and the Secretary draws 
about the same amount. 

„The total number of members of the T. 
P. A. does not exceed 987, and few of these 


can claim that they have ever received any 


benefits from the association. A few years 
ago they had a membership of nearly 30,000, 
and collected large sums of money from mer- 
chants and manufacturers, ostensibly to se- 
cure lower rates for traveling men. Their or- 
ganization has dwindled down to less than 
1,000, but they continue to collect money, 
and have been successful. It w true the Chi- 
cago merchants were asking what has become 
of all this money. I was formerly an officer 
inthe T. P. A., but resigned because things 
were irreguiar and the money was not spent 
judiciously. 
To Secure Lower Rates. 

„In 1889 the Travelers“ Protective Associa- 
tion indorsed the Central Board, which was 
collecting money from the merchants with the 
promise of being instrumental in securing 
lower rates froin the railroads. The board 
collected $19,000. What became of it was 
never known. It was certainly never applied 
to the purposes for which it was collected. 

„All that the Northwestern Traveling Men's 
Association asked from the merchants of Chi- 
cago was $5 each to defray the expenses of 
this bill, and that can be accounted for at any 
time. The sum we have is quite suffi¢ient.”’ 

George J. Read, President of the North- 
western Traveling Men’s Association, said 
about the same in substance as above, adding 
that the Northwestern Association now had 
3,600 active members, and it was due to their 
efforts that legislation favorable to the travel- 
ing men had been secured, and not to the 2 
P. A., as claimed by the officers of that asso- 
ciation. He had not heard of any advantages 
being secured by them. } 

‘They continue to collect money from the 
merchants and manufacturers,” he said, but 
no one seems to be able to tell what becomes 
of it. There are high salaried officers, who 
are not even traveling men, but they are good 
collectors.”’ : 

E. T. Etheridge of Sprague, Warner & Co. 
said: I received one of the last circulars 
sent out by the Travelers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, but did not respond to it, and a man 
came in to see me. “I think that it is just a 
scheme to pay salaries to some men who do 
not want to work.“ 

An effort was made to find some of the of- 
ficers of the Travelers’ Protective Association, 
but no one was found who represented it in 
this city. :

ENLARGING THE BRIDEWELL CAPACITY. 
New Quarters for Women Prisoners Will | 


Soon Be Established. 
The women prisoners in the bridewell will 
soon have quarters that will be luxurious in 
comparison with their present ones. The 
change will also be beneficial in other re- 


spects, for it will add largely to the accommo- 


dations for male prisoners and tend to better 
discipline. 

The building formerly used by the officers 
of the institution has been remodeled, re- 


’ paired, and repainted, and has been divided 


into rooms for the women. They will also 
have a spacious dining-room, where all can be 
fed at once. At present their food has to be 
taken to them in their cells. Bathrooms have 
also been arranged. This change will be 
effected next week, and the cells vacated by 
the women will greatly relieve the present 
overcrowding in the main structure. 

The intention is to devise some means by 
which the women in their new and comforta- 
ble quarters may be made in some measure 
self-supporting. There were 1,101 prisoners 
at the bridewell yesterday, of whom seventy 
were women. The new quarters will accom- 
modate 100 women, with two beds in each 
room. 


SOLDIERS ASK TO BE PAID PROMPTLY. 


The Fort Sheridan Blue Coats Say That Maj. 
. Candee Procrastinates Too Much, 

Five hundred soldiers at Fort Sheridan are 
making a united growl because they do not 
receive their pay when it is due. 

In 1889 orders were given that the troops 
should be mustered the last day of each 
month, with the specific intention of giving 
the soldiers their pay the Ist of the following 


month. The muster rolls are signed by the 


mustering officer of the different companies 
and verified at the Adjutant’s office at Fort 
Sheridan. The rolls reach the Paymaster, 
Maj. Candee, at the Puilman Building, no 
later than the 3d of the month. It is his busi- 
ness, they say, to send the money out to Fort 
Sheridan forthwith. As the appropriation for 
each year is made July 1 the Paymaster is 
supposed to have the necessary funds on 
hand, : 

Last month the soldiers received no pay till 
the 12th and they have received nothing this 
month. Men with families calculate on re- 
ceiving their pay the Ist of the month, and 
the delay is said to cause serious inconven- 
ience in many cases. The officers get their 
pay by vouchers whenever they desire it, while 
the privates are compelled to await the action 
of the Paymaster.

DR, DEPEW TALKS OF M’ALLISIER, 


The Charge of Being Too Long Winded” 
Sets Him to Thinkine. 

New York, Feb. 16.— When Ward McAllis- 
ter published the select list of 150, culied from 
his 400, he explained the omission of Chauncey 
M. Depew in the following manner: 

Depew is more the ideal of what the society 
man of the salon should be: but he is too long 
winded. And there's where breeding comes in 
again, do you see, don’t you know, don’t you un- 
derstand?

SUPT. RAAB ON RURAL SCHOOLS. 


He Reads a Paper in Which He Points Out 
Needed Reforms in Them. 

New York, Feb. 16.— Special. The thirty- 
sixth semi-annual assemblage of the depart- 
ment of superintendence of the National Educa. 
tio al Association opened this morning in the 
rooms of the Brooklyn Art Association. State 
Superintendent of Schools Henry Sabin of lowa 
presided. Henry Raab, Superintendent of 
the Public Schools of Illinois, read a paper 
on the Rural School Problem,“ in which he 
said: b 

The drift of population is constantly toward 
the cities. The causes of the inferiority of in- 
struction and discipline in rural schools are to be 
found in the general 4 — of the farming popu- 
lation in their want of care in the selaction of 
competent men for the office of school director; 
in the isolation of the farmer generally; in the 
small size of a great many districts, prevent> 
ing the employment of good teachers by the 
payment of adequate salaries; and in_the lack 
of training of the teachers themselves. The rural 
schools lack supervision which the city schools 
enjoy, and this is another cause of the former's 
inferiority. The means to improve the country 
sc are several. In the first place 
the . farmers themselves have to show 
greater interest in their, schools by 
electing the best men in their dis- 
tricts directors of schools; the people must unite 
in larger or smaller communities for intellectual 
and social improvement, for establishing libraries, 
lyceums, and other agencies, as well as for pro- 
viding social entertainments of a sufficient nature 
to keep the boys aud girls from seeking intellect- 
ual improvement and social amusements in the 
cities.

EVENTFUL VOYAGE OF A STEAMSHIP, 


The «Africa Encounters Gales and Fires 
from Hamburg to New York. 

New York. Feb. 16.—[ Special. }—The steam- 
ship Africa arrived here from Hamburg today 
after an eventful voyage. It was badly dam- 
aged by a hurricane, its engines broke down, 
and, to cap the climax, it had a fire in the hold 
which it took six hours to put 
under control. Capt. Clare of the 
steamship .said that he sailed from 
Hamburg Jan. 10. Encountering a continua- 
tion of severe northwest gales from the outset 
the ship ran into a hurricane after a few days. 
Its decks were swett by tremendous seas, and 
the starboard life-boat was smashed and car- 
ried from the davits. A huge wave struck the 
vessel, smashed the bridge, and carried it away. 
The wheel-box and the wheel were broken and 
other damage was done about the decks. 
‘The engines became disabled and the 
steamship put into Fowey, in the south of En- 
gland for repairs. It resumed the voyage a 
few days afterward, and early on the morn- 
ing of Feb. & fire was discovered among bales 
of linen ragsin the hold. All hands turned 
out to fight the flames and several streams 
were soon playing on the burning bales, 
They had little effect, however. Twenty-six 
bales were thrown overboard, and the streams 
of water extinguished the others after six 
hours of hard work.

Its Amount Is $200,000 and It Shows Moses

Wasuinetor, D. C., Feb. 16.—[Special. ]|—

Hatch may prepare a new option bill designed 
to meet the objections they have urged to the 
present measure. They believe they have 
made impression enough on the House Agri- 
cultural committee to insure at least some 
modification in thé Hatch bill when the hear- 
ings are over and the committee comes to con- 
sider the legislation it will recommend to the 
House. The Chairman, in his talk, is a little 
more liberal, and the idea is that he 
will be content with iegislating against 
puts and calls rather than against futures. In 
other words he will try to draw the line by 
Congressional enactment between legitimate 
and illegitimate speculation in agricultural 
products. Mr. Hatch himself does not talk 
about a new bill, but he desires to have his 
committee with him in whatever he does, and 
may modify his own views in order to do this. 
The Chicago people think that it is too early 
to judge of what bearing the Hatch bill will 
have until they see all its provisions. 

C. W. Macune of the Farmers’ Alliance to- 


day addressed the House committee in favor 


of the Anti-Options bill., The bill, he said, did 
not interfere with the legitimate futures 
dealer, but only with the dealer in“ futures 
who undertook to manipulate the market.

A large number of gentlemen were as 
sembled in the room of the Senate Judiciary 
committee this morning to present their views 
relative to the Washburn Anti-Option bill. 

J. W. Labouisse, representing the New Or- 
leans Cotton Exchange, was the first gentle- 
man to address the committee in opposition 
to the bill. Charles W. Ide, President of the 
New York Cotton Exchange, said he consid- 
ered the situation criticalé If either of the 
bills introduced in the Senate and House were 
passed the business of the exchange, he said, 
would be utterly destroyed. Mr, Ide believed 
that Mr. Hatch, the author of the bill in the 
House, failed to realize the widespread use of 
the present systen. in dealing in future deliv- 
eries, and that he did not realize the diffi- 
culty, if not the impossibiiity, of framing a 
law which will kill speculation and still allow 
legitimate business to exist. James O. Bloss, 
Vice-President of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, also opposed the bills. He explained 
the significance attached to the word mar- 
gin,’’ which, in fact, he said, differs in no re- 
spect from the earnest money deposited by a 
buyer as binding a transaction made in real 
estate. Alexander E. Orr protested against 
the Washburn bill on behalf of the New York 
Produce Exchange.

GOOD SWEARING FOR ACTOR CURTIS. 


The Three-Men Point Was Strengthened by 
Yesterday's Testimony. 

San Franciscd, Cal., Feb. 16.—in the Cur- 
tis case today Mrs. Dr. Cook testified that at 
her office on the night of Sept. 10 Mrs. Curtis 
had given Curtis about $200 in gold. Witness 
identified the white-handled revolver as one 
she had often seen on the bureau at Curtis’ 
home. 

William T. Hooper, manager of the Occi- 
dental Hotel, Justice of the Peace Low, Judge 
Levy, and others testified as to Curtis’ good 
reputation. . 

Deputy Sheriff Fonco of Alameda County 
testified that he was ata hotel in Berkeley 
when Officer Allen called on Witness Jaren- 
son to identify the revolver. Allen showed 
two revolvers to Jarenson and, pointing out 
one of them, asked: Is that the pistol Curtis 
used to shoot Grant?“ Jarenson said he 
thought it was, but was not sure. 
The witness stated that Allen then told Jaren- 
son he had better be sure, and that the latter 
then said he was sure it was the same revolver. 
The revolver which was found near the scene 
of the shooting had a black handle. 

The Rey. Wiliam W. Davis, pastor of St. 
Luke’s Church, testified to visiting Curtis at 
the prison after ‘the latter’s arrest. Curtis’ 
head was bruised and he appeared dazed. 

W. B. Harrington, an important witness for 
the defense, testified that he saw from the 
window. three men struggling on the side- 
walk. One man said: Let him go, and I'll 
take him home.“ The three men then 
turned into Folsom street from Fifth. 
Three shots were soon afterward fired, 
and a man came around the corner on 
to Fifth street, runping toward Shipley street, 
while another man ran in an opposite direc- 
tion toward Howard street. 

Mark Abbott, a hotelkeeper, testified to 
hearing one of the three men on the sidewulk 
say, Let me go,” while another urged him 
to come along.

WAS A QUEER FREAK OF NATURE. 
Construction of 


The Peculiar Physical 
Annie Munsen. 

The misplacement of a woman’s heart does 
not protect it from being broken by the de- 
sertion of a lover. Such is the fact shown by 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury in 
the case of Annie Munsen, the laund- 
ress who died at 2 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing at No. 3748 State street from the effects 
of a dose of arsenic, which she had taken with 
suicidal intent. The testimony of several 
witnesses clearly showed that the woman had 
killed herself wHile despondent because her 
lover had deserted her after he had promised 
to marry her. : 

The post-mortem examination, which was 
conducted by Deputy Coroner Dr. Ludwig 
Hektoen resulted in the discovery of one of 
the most remarkable cases of anatomical 
transposition on record. Every organ in the 
woman’s body was found to be out of its nor- 
mal position and placed on the side opposite 
where it should have been. In addition to 
this, every organ was of normal size and in 
healthy condition and perfect working order, 
so there is no reason to suppose that she 
would not have lived her allotted three-score 
and ten years had it not been for her action. 

The first discovery that Dr, Hektoen made 
was that the wo:nan’s heart was located on the 
right side. This, in itself, would not have 
been an entirely unexpected phenomenon had 
it not been for the other strange discoveries 
which followed. It was found that the right 
lung, whith normally consists of three lobes 
and is placed on the right side, was, in this 
case, transposed to the left side, while the 
left lung, consisting of two lobes, was corre- 
spondingly out of place and located on the 
right side. The liver was also out of its nor- 
mal position on the right side and transposed 
to the left side of the body. Similar transpo- 
sition was found in the spleen, which was on 
the right side, 

Even these strange misplacements of single 
organs would not have made the case notori- 
ously remarkable had it not been for subse- 
quent discoveries. Further dissection re- 
vealed the fact that the woman’s stomach and 
intestines were affected by nature's strange 
freak. Thestomach itself was found to be turned 
entirely around, so that the junction with the 
lower intestines was on the left side instead of 
its normal position on the right. Both the 
upper and lower intestines were twisted 
around in an unnatural way that entirely 
baffled the surgeon’s skill. They were entirely 


out of place and would conform to no rule 


that has been laid down in works on physi- 


ology. 

The blood-vessels, veins, and nerves con- 
formed to the general plan of the woman’s in- 
ternal structure. The aoria, which is the princi- 
pal blood-vessel in the human body, ran down 
the right side instead of being in its normal 
position on the left. The peculiar position of 
the heart, liver, and Jungs caused all the numer- 
ous accompanying nerves, veins, and arteries 
to be transposed from their normal positions, 
and the same fact was true in the. case of the 
connections to the various other organs. 

It was found that all the double organs, 
such as the kidneys, were in their normal po- 
sitions and properly connected with the ather 
parts of the body. The orain and the parts 
peculiar to the head and throat were also in 
their normal positions, 

According to Dr. Hektoen, one case of com- 
plete transposition of all viscera would only be 
found in 2,000 post-mortem examinations, 
and it is safe to say that one post-mortem in 
100 cases of death is a broad average. It is the 
only extreme case that has ever come to his 
notice. Every organ, he says, was of normal 
size and in perfect working order up to the 
time of the woman’s death. He compared 
the case to that of a complex machine, in 
which the various wheels were reversed, but 
kept in the same mechanical order with refer- 
ence to each other. 

Dr. Hektoen was of the opinion that the 
woman never realized the uuusual position of 
her vital organs. She had always been in per- 
fect health and had never suffered the least 
inconvenience from ‘her peculiar make-up. 


BICHLORIDE OF GOLD CONVENTION. 


The Name Changed to the Keeley Associa- 
tion—Requisites for Membership. 

Dwieat, III., Feb. 16.—The convention of 
bichloride clubs completed its business to- 
night and adjourned after a love feast. It re- 
signed the name of the World’s Bichloride of 
Gold club and adopted that of the Associated 
Keeley Bichloride of Gold clubs.

According to the views of engineers, as well 
as members of the new corporation, com- 
pressed air can be used as a motive power 
only. The consequence is that it may be em- 
ployed to run dynamos, elevators, d ma- 
chinery generally, but cannot be tsed for 
heating purposes. On the contrary, 
necessitate extra heating, for the comp 
air, when liberated, creates a fall of tempera- 
ture, and extra heat is required to enable it to 
do its work properly. There will thus still re- 
main the necessity for maintaining fires for 
heating purposes, and smoke will continue to 
be made unless measures are taking to pre- 
vent the escaping of unburnt fuel. In the 
summer months it is probable that there 
would be no smoke at all if the compressed 


air system should become general. During. 


cold weather there would still be smoke, as 
not alone factories and business blocks, but 
dwelling houses as well would be keeping up 
fires and emitting large quantities of unburnt 
fuel. If the large amounts of smoke caused 
by the generating of steam power to run ma- 
chinery in factories and business houses were 
removed, however, there would be such a 
clearing of the atmosphere that but little ob- 
jection would be heard to the smoke.

TWO HUNDRED THREATEN TO LEAVE. 


Developments in the Trouble at Rush Med- 
ical College—The Students’. Action. 

„What President Edward L. Holmes chose 
to term only a ripple, said a member of the 
middle class of Rush Medical College yester- 
day, has turned out to be quite a wave.“ 

The students of that class are determined 
that the faculty shall give them a full course 
of instruction on the terms of the catalogue 
published by the college for the year of 1890- 
1891. They entered the college on those terns, 
they claim, and are now confronted by a de- 
mand for $80 for a general ticket, an increase 
in the cost of taking a course in surgery of $5 
and $10 for a course in auscultation and per- 
cussion, for which latter formerly no charge 
had been made. 

Unless the faculty abide by the terms of the 
catalogue of 1890 1891 there is a probability 
that the200 students of the middle class will 
leave in a body. This would mean a loss of 
$13,000 to the institution. 

One of the students wrote to the college be- 
fote entering, it is claimed, and asked the cost 
of a complete course. In reply to his inquiry 
he received the catalogue of 1890-1891 and a 
letter referrmg to the catalogue in which no 
mention 1s made of the additional fees or their 
inerease. It is also claimed that the senior 
class was asked to pay a like increase in 
fees, but protested and the payment was not 
enforced. , 

Prof. Holmes said that he had no informa- 
tion from the students as to their future in- 
tentions. The students are now awaiting a 
demand for payment of fees, which will be 
made probably before Feb, 25. It will be re- 
fused, and unless matters are compromised it 
is ¢laimed there will be 200 empty seats to be 
filled next year. The Secretary of the mid- 
dia class has now sixty seats forsale. Some 
of the seats were posted on the blackboard 
yesterday afternoon. One of the announce- 
meuts read as follows:

A Conservative Member of the -Ontario

It was reported around in National Guard 
circles that the Adjutant General had issued 
an order in relation to the Hardenbrook court- 
martial case, but advices from Springfield say 
that no order has been made public. It is ex.

Capt. Hardenbrook’s claim for release from 
arrest under Art. 71 of the articles of war has 
reached Col, Judd through the Regimental 
Adjutant, Capt. George Gobet. The military | 
code of this State provides that the laws regu- 
lating the United States army shall govern . 
the State service unless otherwise provided for, 
Capt. Hardenbrook claims that he has not yet 
received a copy of the charges and specitica. 
tions against him and that he is therefore en- 
titled to liberty and restoration to his com- 
mand. In the military code of the State of 
Illinois the articles of war are incorporated, 
and Sec. 71 reads as folluws: 

When an officer is put in arrest for the purpose ~ 
of trial, except at remote military posts or sta- 
tions, the o r by whose order he is arrested 
shall see that a copy of tne charges on which he 
is to be tried is served upon him within eight 
days after arrest, and that he is brought to trial 
within ten days thereafter, unless the necessities 
of the service prevent such trial: and then he 
shall be brought to trial within thirt 
days after the expiration of sa 
ten days. If a copy of the charges be not served, 
or the arrested officer be not brought to trial as 
herein required, the arrest shall cease. But offi- 
cers released from arrest under the‘ provisions of 
this article may be tried whenever the e 
of the service shall permit within twelve months 
after such release from arrest. :

TWENTIETH CENTURY CLUB, 


He Tells of Some of the Ludicrous Feat- 
ures of Travel in Darkest Africa~—Mem- 
bers Enjoy a Social Reunion —Ceremo- 
nies Attending the Marriage of Will- 
iam Hale Price and Miss Willimina 
Rutherford—Wedding of Julius Ulman 
and Miss Gussie Lindheim. 


: The Twentieth Century club met last night

correct. One of these points is that thé 37144 
grains of pure silver in the dollar costs only 
41 cents to produce it. This is not questioned, 
but the absurd statement is made that gold 
which is coined into $100 1s often produced for 
only $4. If this were true it would be awkward 
to explain the reason why tlie supply of gold 
is not more abundant. Such a condition 
would set people to work as actively as possi- 
ble at every point where gold could be pro- 
cured, and the excited search for the precious 
metal would not calm down till the profit on 
the operation had been reduced to nearly that 
in other lines of producing activity. 

The report flatly contradicts itself, however, 
on a most important point. It states confi- 
dently that with the adoption of free silver 
coinage the old par will return; that the 
two metals, being tied together by the strong 
ligature of forty-four States and five Tertfi- 
tories with a population of 65,000,000, will 
never again be disturbed.” Bat in another 
place it admits the possibility that with free 
coinage each metal will be a standard with 
itself, that people always want to pay in the. 
cheaper money, and that the intention of the 
act is to make 371 grains of silver pay debts 
ealling for a dollar, though within the last 
few days that weight of silver sold for less 
than 70 cents. It makes the mean quibble 
that the bullion 41214 grains of stand il- 
ver is always worth a dollar, because the law 
so declares, and that silver cannot fall be- 
low the value which the government gives it 
at the mint.“ It would be just as fair to 
argue that the government can legally order 
that, retaining the present arrangement, every 
debtor in the land shall be entitled to a full 
discharge of his debt on the payment of 70 
per cent thereof to the creditor. 

The report advances in attempted justifica- 
tion of this steal under cover of the law the 
plea that gold has risen rapidly, thus adding 
50 per cent to the value of credits, enriching 
public and private creditors at the expense of 
debtors and taxpayers, and enormously de- 
pressing the value of labor.“ This is utterly 
false. In the first place, if there had been 
any such rise in the value of gold during the 
last twenty years it would affect but a small 
proportion of the credits, because the great 
bulk of the indebtedness now existing has 
been undertaken recently. The great cry of 
the Alliamce people, at whose behest this 
movement is made in Congress, is that the in- 
debtedness of tne farmer has been increased 
by this alleged appreciation, in the value of 
gold. There is hardly a farm debt in the 
country that is more than five years old, and 
probably all of them do not average more 


than three years. Secondly, there has not 


beenany such depreciation in the value of 
labor. It cannot be disputed that the average 
workingman, both in city and country, earns 
and receives the money equivalent of alarger 
number of grains of gold for each hundred 
hours of labor than at Any other time in the 
history of the United States, and can buy 


more of the creature comforts with a stated 


number of grains of gold than he ever could 
before. 

Gold is not so dear now as it was twenty 
years ago, all statements to the contrary 
notwithstanding. Ifitseems to be so it is 
because of a great cheapenmg in the cost of 
production, by the use of machine processes 
hardly dreamed of in the middle of this 
century. And that cheapening has extended 
to the cost of transportation, which renders 
it unfair to compare the selling prices of farm 
produce in the cities then and now as a gauge 
of the amount paid to the farmer for his prop- 
erty. Gold is not invariable in value, any 
more than a yard of iron or steel rail is in 
length under variations of temperature. But 
gold is the most stable, varying the least of 
any material that has been used for money 
at any time in the past, and that fact has 
commended it to the commercial world as 
the one standard to which it would be best to 
refer all else. It needs not now to say 
whether or not the change was a wise one. It 
was made yedrs ago, and even a Nation so 
great and powerful as the United States could 
only make a poor fightin undertaking to resist 
single-handed the rest of the commercial 
world on the silver question. If it adopts the 
free coinage of silver it willsimply introduce 
a depreciated standard of values at the insti-

AGAINST FREE SILVER. 


The five minority members of the House 
Committee on Coinage, Weights; and Meas- 
ures presented a strong chain of argument 
against the adoption of the infamous bill of- 
fered by Mr. Bland.

During that time the mints of this 
country must receive all the silver that may 
be sent them from other lands. Silver com- 
ing from abroad would destroy the gold stand- 
ard. The only alternative left our govern- 
ment would be the refusal to pay gold and the 
payment of creditors in silver coin. It is per- 
fectly clear that the moment the Treasury of 
the United States should refuse to pay gold 
coin upon demand no one else would receive 
sixteen silver dollars as the equivalent of one 
gold dollar, because the single customer of 
the world for silver at that price had refused 
to purchase. The only possible result would 
be the immediate adoption of the cheaper 
monetary standard of silver. 
Some of the consequences of adopting such 
a standard are tersely mentioned. They are 
that every pensioner of the country, every 
holder of a policy of insurance, every widow 
and orphan enjoying the proceeds of trust 
funds will by so much suffer from this fraudu- 
lent reduction of the standard of the country. 
The revenues of the government will be depre- 
ciated in like manner, and every dollar re- 
ceived in daties and other taxes will represent 
about two-thirds of the amount now fixed by 
law.

The report says we shall never openly re- 
pudiate our debts or corrupt the medium of 
payment. But the adoption of the Bland bill 
would make the government unable to main- 
tain its promises and tokens on the basis on 
which they have hitherto been accepted. That 
basis is the dollar, which is changeable no- 
where and exchangeable everywhere, which 
does not give up 30 cents of its value at our 
border nor yield anything to fire or water. It 
is the dollar of gold. The only escape from 
immediate suspension of payments on the 
basis-of the gold dollar would be an imme- 
diate and permanent elevation of the price of 
silver bullion to the price represented by the 
ratio of sixteen to one between silver and 
gold, that price being $1.291¢ per ounce, This 
would have to be done by the consent of na- 
tions, if at all, and the minority make astrong 
plea for an international monetary confer- 
ence as the only means of securing this result. 
A bill authorizing the-+resident to invite such 
a conference is appended to the report. 

The latter point in the report receives 
emphasis in the fact that the British Govern- 
ment is stated to have formally signified its 
willingness to become a party to such a con- 
ference to discuss the enlarged use of silver 
as money. It cannot be supposed to have 
taken this position without reasonable as- 
surances that other powers are willing to join, 
and in this case it would be the very height 
of folly for the United States to rush into the 
breach alone where it would bear the whole 
brunt of the battle and take to itself all the 
disgrace of the failure that must certainly fol- 
low hard upon such a rash step. 


POLITICAL ASPECTS OF THE NICARAGUA 
CANAL. : 

Following the very able discussion of the 
Nicaragua Canal scheme from the commer- 
cial pgint of view in the January Forum, Mr. 
William L. Merry considers. its politieal as- 
pects in a thoughtful aud convincing manner 
and makes some important suggestions. In 
1823 President Monroe notified the European 
powers that we eould not view any interpo- 
sition for the purpose of controlling in any 
manner the destinies of independent Ameri- 
can powers in any other light than as a mani- 
festation of an unfriendly disposition towards 
the United States, though as a matter of 
fact the so-called Monroe doctrine was laid 
down by Hantilton twenty-five or thirty years 
Monroe formulated it. While this 
doctrine was enunciated to offset an evident 
military or political policy on the part of 
these powers, Mr. Merry does not fail to ob- 
serve that countries often have been subju- 
gated by the primal agency of commercial in- 
fluence. The Government of Nicaragua has 
recognized this more than once. It did 80 
when De Lesseps made application to it fora 
concession to build the canal. It rejected it 
with the lesson of Mexico before its eyes, and 
because it recognized that the Americans 
needed the canal and did not want Nicaragua 
it granted a concession to an American com: 
pany which would have been carried out had 
not the Arthur Administration made the sorry 
blunder of withdrawing. the treaty because it 
as alleged to be opposed to a line of prece- 


dents in the foreign policy of the United 
States.“ 


Had this treaty been ratified we 
should now have had the canal. In this con- 
nection Mr. Merry says: 


The Nicaragua Canal will be the great highway 
of our increasing commerce between the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts, and it is inconceivable that 
any American statesman will vote to permit the 
relegation of the control of our isthmus-transit to 
any European power, remanding the United 
States navy and American commerce to the Cape 
Horn route, at the option of the parties control- 
ling the canhl. President Hayes called the canal 
n continuation of our coast line.“ It is more 
than that; it is a dominant factor im the control 
of the commerce of the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, and Lake Nicaragua is a position unique 
in its importance to our national interests, Gib- 
raltar, Aden, or the Bosphorus. do not compare 
with it in the value of its military position. Upon 
its bosom an iron-clad fleet may float in fresh 
water, in a delightful climate, surrounded by a 
territory producing supplies for fleets and armies. 
The construction of the canal will be a practical, 
friendly, and complete vindication of the Monroe 
doctrine, assuring our friendly and paramount 
influence with our sister republics of North and 
South America. | 

Mr. Merry next proceeds to consider the re- 
sult of congtruction under private control 
and largely with foreign capital. This must 
necessarily involve increased cost and the pos- 
sibility of delays from want of funds. It 
will probably cost 50 per cent more to build 
and two or three years longer to complete 
than if constructed under government con- 
trol and with such guarantees as will give full 
financial confidence to investors in the securi- 
ties of the company.“ The increased cost 
will have to be made up in tolls, and the delay 
in completion must be a serious loss to the 
company. Again, if the canal is built by for- 
eign capital the nation which supplies it gan- 
not be prevented from taking military control 
of it in order to protect and maintain its neu- 
trality, and with this possibility in view: 
„We might in such case need to use the canal 
for the passage of our naval vessels or 
military transports and find it blocked 
at the termini by a foreign fleet declining, 
under instructions, to. permit our ships to 
pass from ocean to ocean. We should then 
have to fight for what we can now obtain 
peaceably and with devided pecuniary advan- 
tage to the republic.”’ 

Mr. Merry sounds a note of warning from 
the precedent of the Suez Canal. England 
prevented its construction as long as it could, 
then bought it, and now holds military con- 
trol of the new route to India. What stands 
in the way to prevent England from acquiring 
the controlling interest in the Nicaragua 
Canal, providing it is not built under the con- 
trol of this government, and opening or clos- 
ing it, as military conditions permit, as it has 
done already witlthe Suez Canal? Then we 
should have to fight for control, but why not 
obtain that control when it can be done peace- 
ably? Mr. Merry asks with great force. 

In considering the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
which provides that when this work: is con- 
structed Great Britain shall have joint control 
of it with this government, Mr. Merry takes 
the position that the question at issue would 
not become vital until the completion of the 
canal, and it is not necessary to open it unless 
England offers to furnish half the funds 
necessary to its completion, but even in such 
a case joint control would be better than 
English control. Upon this point Tax Tarrs- 
unk differs with Mr, Merry. The Clayton-Bul 
wer treaty was defunct long ago and it is only 


‘necessary for the United States to maintain a 


firm attitude in order to keep it dead and 
prevent the raising of any question as to its 
vitality. We cannot afford any political part- 
nerships with Great Britain on this continent, 
least of all in the Nicaragua Canal, nor is 
there much probability that it would have the 
effrontery to claim a partner’s interest if this 
government guaranteed the bonds of the com- 
pany as proposed in the bill now pending. 
Great Britain will and must be content with 
its Suez Canal. The Nicaragua route will be 
under American control and the Monroe 
doctrine will protect it in American hands. 
Under such circumstances as these there 
should ve no partisan objection to what is or 
ought to be a great American national work, 
enhancing American commercial prosperity, 
extending its trade, cheapening its transpor- 
tation cost, increasing its population in sec- 
tions now sparsely settled, heightenimg its 
prestige among the other American nations, 
and appealing to the patriotic impulses of all 
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f good citizens, Why does Congress neglect its | 


plain duty in this matter? Why does it not 


at once vote the appropriation for an Amer- 


ican canal under American control,“ as Gen. 


Grant expressed it? Does it propose as the 


result of its inaction to allow this great work 
to become a menace to our national interests 
for, be it remembered, if this government 
does not furnish the money under conditions 
where it cannot lose a dollar, other nations 
will furnish it. The canal is to be built. Shall 
it be American or shall it be foreign? That 
is the question for Congress to consider. 


THE MUNICIPAL ESTIMATES. 
Controller May’s estimates for the depart- 
ments for the fiscal year are made in bulk, 


He has departed from the usual course in this 


respect, as detailed statements have been 
made by Controllers in the past. But Mr. 
May perhaps had not time to prepare a de- 
tailed statement, though his estimates are a 
week late. However, sufficient is furnished 
for an interesting comparison between the 
estimates this year and the appropriation of 
last year. The table herewith presented will 
speak for itself:

The total cf the department estimates this 
year is $19,205,000. The Controller’s estimates 
are $14,916,000. Last year the total appro- 
priation was $10,435,000. This year the revenue 
of the city is confessedly much less than the 
Controller's estimates. How under the cir- 
cumstances the latter can be of any use to 
the Finance committee it is difficult to under- 
stand without further explanation. 

It will be observed that the demand for 
large increases is from the School, the 
Public Works, and the Police Departments. 
The School Board asks for everything anyone 
of its members thinks may be wanted to 
maintain his special fad, With thirty-two 
school sites in possession of the Board, it 
wants a large sum for additional sites. The 
appropriation for this department can be cut 
down to the figures of last year without in the 
least imparing the efficiency of the schools. 
The various bureau chiefs of the Department of 
Publie Works asked for fancy appropriations, 
but they will hardly be made, Until the 
detailea statement of those demands is 
published it will be useless to attempt any 
criticism. 

The increase in the police appropriation is 
too large and suggests a contrast between the 
demands for this branch of the public service 
and the Fire Department, though it is non- 


partisan. The latter, the most efficient in the 


country, asks for $180,000 more than last year. 
The Police Department requests an increase of 
$1,070,000. The detailed estimates are fur- 
nished in this case, and it is easy to see what 
the extra money is intended for, There are 
forty-eight patrol sergeants now, and ninety 
ure asked for. There are seventy-four desk 
sergeants, and an appropriation for ninety-five 
such officers is included in the estimates this 
year. There is a slight increase in the num- 
ber of Captains and Lieutenants, but, strange 
to say, there is no suggestion about additional 
Inspectors. Fifty detectives sufficed last year 
for ornamental purposes,. and ninety are sup- 
posed to be wanted this year. There 1s a de- 
mand for 700 additional patrolmen. If there 
is to be an increase in the force it should be 
in this direction rather than in that of orna- 
mental sinecures. The Finance committee 
can do some cutting down in this department. 
The total appropriation should not very great- 
ly exceed that of last year. The scheme to 
increase the number of so-called detectives 

1 sergeants and other functionaries of leis- 
ure should be promptly squelched. 

It is the duty of the Finance committee, and 
then of the Council, to go over those estimates 
and to carefully cut them down to proper pro- 
portions, eliminating everything that is not 
necessary. 
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TAX THE LOTTERIES OUT OF EXISTENCE. 

Tue Trinune has shown in a previous issue 
that the General Government has the power 
to tax lotteries for revenue purposes and also 
that it can go a step farther and tax them in 
such a manner as to destroy them, precisely 
as it dealt with the notes of State banks at the 
elose of the war. Therefore Congress should 
pass, as soon as possible, the bill introduced 
by Congressman Little of New York, which is 
designed to make lotteries unprofitable and 
which requires all lottery companies and dealers 
in lotterv tickets to take out licenses at $100 each, 
unde? alty of a fine of $5,000 or imprison- 
ment not exceeding two years, or both. It 
also imposes a stamp tax of 75 per cent on the 
face value of all tickets or re@ipts. No 
lottery can stand such a rate of taxation, be- 
cause the expenses of management are at least 
25 per cent and hence no margin for profit 
would be left. Ifthe price of tickets were to 
be advanced materially the number of pur- 
chasers would be reduced greatly. So if Con- 
gress will take up and pass this bill it will be 
an easy matter to dispose of the Louisiana 
lottery if it should be able to get a new lease 
of life. 

In order to cover the ground fully, however, 
another law should be passed for the purpose 
of dealing with lotteries in other countries 
the tickets in which are offered for sale here. It 
is reported that it isthe intention of Morris and 
his associates to get the control of a Mexican 
lottery and carry on operations from the other 
side of the Rio Grande. The license and tax- 
ation laws of this country will not reach over 
into Mexico. Therefore it will be necessary to 
put a tariff duty on tickets so heavy as to be 
prohibitory. As this duty would not be a pro- 
tective one the Democrats ought not to find 
fault with it. , 

The present law forbids the use of the mails 
for lottery purposes, but does not affect the 
express companies, through which the busi- 
ness has been carried on for the last year. 
But if these companies were to attempt to 
smuggle lottery tickets across the frontier 
they would subject themselves to the severe 
penalties of the statutes. The risk would be 
greater than they would caretorun. If it 
should be thought that the existing law is not 
rigid enough to meet the case it can be made 
a little sharper. 

No one must imagine that the lottery war 
is over. There are a great number of people 
in the United States who have been paying 
out millions yearly for tickets and who will 
continue to do so as long as they have an op- 
portunity. The men who have been making 
profits off them will minister to their specula- 
tive desires just as long as they can do it prof.- 
itably and without running too great personal 
risk. Just as fast as a law is passed to head 
them off they will try to get around it, and it 
will take unceasing vigilance, not for one 


Irrigation, which has before it a bill providing 
for turning the arid lands over to the States 
within whose boundaries they lie, is inclined 
to recommend that they be given free of all 
restrictions. The committee should make no 
such recommendation and the House should 
not concur, if it does. If these lands are ziven 
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unconditionally they will slip out of the hands 
of the States intu those.of great corporations. 
They will be given away or sold for a trifle. 
Lobbyists will besiege th® Legislatures until 
the last acre has been disposed of. An out 
and out gift of these lands would be more of 
an injury than of a benefit. It is essential 
thas the donation, if made, should be coupled 
with conditions which will prevent the recipi- 
ents wasting what with pruderft management 
may be made a source of future profit. It 
would have been much better if such precau- 
tions had been taken in the past. They were 
not, and the land grants to the States have 
been of comparatively little value to them in 
most cases. 


—— 


Tun Council has ordered the drafting of a 
new building ordinance. It is to be prepared 
by a committee representing the Aldermen, 
the Fire Underwriters’ Association, the Real- 
Estate Board, the architects, and the Building 
Trades Council. If good men are selected 
they ought to be able to prepare an ordinance 
which will be a model. The present one is 
clumsy, incomprehensible in places, and ex- 
ceedingly defective in the penalties it im- 
poses. It seems as if it had been prepared in 
such a way as to give the greatest number of 
excuses to Building Inspectors and other em- 
ployés who wish to shirk their work or are 
bought off from attending to it. 

But as no ordinance, no matter how well 
drawn it may be, is self-executing, the labors 
of the committee mentioned above will come 
to nothing unless those whose duty it is to en- 
force the provisions of the ordinance try in 
good faith todoso, That has not been the 
case in the past. Private agencies have been 
far more effective than public ones. During 
1891 the eight employés of the Fire Under- 
writers’ Association made 18,570 inspections 
and discovered 16,414 defects which, in their 
opinion, added to the fire risks. All but fifty- 
three of these defecta were remedied, The 
Commissioner of Buildings has a much larger 
number of inspectors at his disposal. Was 
their record in 1891 as good as that of the men 
who worked for the Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion? Judging from the information printed 
recently in this paper about the wholesale vio- 
lations of the ordinances in the northwest 
part of the city the probabilities are that their 
record was not as satisfactory. 
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Ir is the duty of the proper city authorities 
to take measures at once for securing the 
prompt enforcement of the Hyde Park local 
option license-regulation ordinance published 
in Tue Tant last Sunday. For nearly 
three years it has been ignored, According 
to Ald. Gorman fifty licenses have been issued 
in the Chicago district during the last year 
contrary to this provision of the municipal 
law. The Law Department, the Police De- 
partment, and the City Collector were utterly 
oblivious of the existence of the ordinance, 
which is a most salutary and equitable one. 
It merely provides that saloons cannot be in- 
troduced into districts where a majority of 
the residents and property-owners object. 
This is the rule over the entire city in refer- 
ence to foundries, hospitals, and livery stables. 
The introduction of either in a residence dis- 
trict depreciates property, and saloons in the 
same locality have a similar effect. The 
Hyde Park ordinance aims to protect the peo- 
ple of that locality. It was intended to do so 
and ought to be given full effect. As Ald, 
O’Neill well says, the ordinance ought to be 
made to apply to the whole city and the Coun- 
cil could not do better than to extend its 
scope. 


No woxpn that the Gladstonian and Trish 
members loudly cheered in the Britisn Com- 
mons Monday when the vote on Mr. Sexton’s 
amendinent to the address on the Queen's 
speech was announced. The Tories had but a 
narrow margin of twenty-one in a rather full 
House, and the amendment attacked one of 
Mr. Balfour’s pet measures, the Irish Land- 
Purchase bill, which Mr. Parnell and his fol- 
lowers helped the Tories to put through in the 
last session. The measure has Been a com- 
plete failure. Only 145 tenants have sought 
to avail themselves of the provision of the 
act, and not a dollar of the $85,000,000 set 
apart has been utilized. The fact is the act 
puts prices too high—twenty times the rental 
—and then too much is held back from the 
landlord to secure the government against 
possible loss. But the significance of the di- 
vision 18 altogether apart from the character 
of the bill. It shows the weakness of the 
Tory Ministry and that the Parnellites are 
obliged by the logic of events to condemn 
their own rashness last session. This Session, 
if they would retain any influence in Ireland, 
they must vote with the Gladstonians ana the 
majority of the Irish party. 
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Same Pension Statistics of Value. 

It is difficult to state with accuracy the whole 
number of men in our army during the late war. 
We know that there were 2,778.304 separate en- 
listments. The actual number of men whoserved 
more or less in the Union forces is estimated at a 
little over two millions, as there were fully 700,000 
reénlistments. Some were for one month, some 
for two months, some for four months, some for 
one year, some for two, and some for three years. 
More than 300,000 men enlisted just before the 
close of the war, few of whom saw any active serv 
ice. But the claim agents have managed to get a 
large part of them on the pension rolls. If we 
calculate og the basis of three years’ service to 
each man we deduce the following table, showing 


the number of men furnished by the States, with 


the deaths from all causes, the number on the 
pension rolls from such States, the percentage of 
deaths from all causes to the number of men fur- 
nished, and the percentage of pensioners on the 
roll last July:

6.777 12,214 

The figures in the foregoing table giving the 
number of men now on the pension rolls are taken 
from the revort of the Commissioner of Pensions 
of July 30, 1891. The number of pensioners on the 
rolls Feb. 1, 1892, is fully 150,000 more than at that 
date, as Commissioner Raum has been filling the 
claim agents’ orders at the rate of 1,000 per day 
under the Dependent Pension act of two years 
ago. The number of persuns now drawing pen- 
sions is about 800,000. In a year more they will 
exceed a million. The other figures are taken 
from a book entitled Regimental Losses in the 
Civil War.“ by Maj. William F. Fox. The data 
used by Maj. Fox were obtained by him from the 
War Department. He estimates the number of 
men in the Union armies at about two millions, 
first and last. The highest number at one time 
was one million—viz.: in 1864.

KING BOREAS RULES SUPREME. 


English Channel Swept by a Gale—Through 
Britain Wires Are Down. 
Loxbox, Feb. 16.—The gales and snow- 
storms which set in last night throughout the 
United Kingdom continue today. There has 
been a heavy fall of snow in London. Last 
night the weather was very cold, and it con- 
tinues today. Ihe snow has been frozen into 
a compact mass, and traffic is thereby greatly 
impeded. 
In the English Channel a gale is blowing 
with great violence. A latge number of ves- 
sels, fearing that they might not be able to 
withstand the fury of the wind or that they 
might lose their bearings and go ashore in the 
blinding snow-storm, made for the mouth of 
the Thames for shelter. The steam packet 
service between England and the continent is 
greatly delayed by the storm. The air is so 


see a boat’s length ahead, and a tremendous 
sea is sweeping up the channel. The Captains 
of the packets will not venture out until the 
storm abates. 

A schooner went ashore last night at South- 


wold, in Suffolkshire, on the North Sea. The 
local lifeboat was soon at the scene, but it was 


found impossible to daunch it. The rocket 
service was then brought into play, and after 
several attempts a line was shot across the 
wreck. The breeches buoy was then rigged 
and the schooner’s crew was landed safely. 
They had suffered dreadfully from the expos- 
ure to which they had been subjected, for the 
weather was bitter cold. 

In the Counties of Lincoln, Suffolk, and 
Norfolk a regular American blizzard is pre- 
vailing. The wind is blowing with force sel- 
dom equaled, the weather is intensely cold, 
and the snow is driven so fiercely through the 
air that it stings bare faces like whip-lashes. 

Telegraphic communication has been great- 
ly interfered with by the breaking of wires 
and the blowing down of poles, the high winds 
are causing the snow to drift heavily, and the 
railway trains are having a hard task to get 
through. All the trains are greatly delayed. 
The highways are almost impassable. and if 
the storm continues much longer it will be 
impossible for them to be used at all. In the 
northern highlands the storm is particularly 
severe. In North Wales the telegraph wires 
are down, and at present it is impossible to 
ascertain the damage wrought in that part of 
the country. It is feared that the heavy snow 
and the cold weather will cause a very serious 
los of live stock. The snow in the highways 
of North Wales is so badly drifted that it is 
impossible for vehicles of any description to 
pass over then. 


Mme. Melba in the Divorce Court. 

In the divorce division of her Majesty's 
High Court of Justice today Mr. Justice Jeune 
granted an order restraining Capt. Armstrong, 
who has petitioned the court for a divorce 
from his wife, Mime.

He 
charges that his wife and the Duke of Or- 
leans lived openly together at the Hotel 
Peau Rivage at Ouchy in August, 1890, the 
Duke being known as M. Peville. He was at 
once recognized, however, by a waiter who 
had forinerly worked at a hotel at Nice and 
had seen the Duke there as the Duke of Or- 
leans.

COMMERCIAL TARIF#8S AND TREATIES 


Report from British Foreign Office on 
French and United States Tariffs, 
{SPECIAL CABLE. |! 

Loxbox, Feb. 16.—In a report on the trade 
of France for the year 1891 issued from the 
Foreign Office today Sir J. A. Crowe refers to 
the effect of the hostile tariff of the United 
States and the preparation of a-very protect- 
ive tariff in France. . 
In regard to the latter he says: A year 
has been spent in strenuous effort to establish 
a new scale of customs duties which will be 
protective enough for each branch of the na- 
tional trade, and yet not so protective as to 
give any on trade an advantage over the rest. 
The result of all this has been a series of com- 
promises under which the first sufferer will be 
the consignor, the second sufferer the French 
consumer, and the third France herself as an 
exporting State.“ 
Vith regard to trade with the United States 
Sir John says: The extent to which losses 
will be incurred by the French silk and other 
manufacturers in consequence of the McKin- 
ley law is shown by the returns of French ex- 
ere of silk, woulen, and leather goods to the 

nited States. In silks alone the decrease 
amounts to 500,000 kilos. Woolen articles, 
such as cloths, cassimeres, etc., were taken to 
the extent of 412,000 kilos in 1891, against 
1,117,000 kilos in 1890, In other stuffs the de- 
crease was from 1,778,000 in 1899 to 1,237,000, 
Gloves show a falling off from 386,000 to 263. 
000, The money loss to France in silks is 
about 18,000,000 francs.

CRISIS COMING IN THE COAL TRADE. 


Miners Unwilling to Arbitrate—Gas Com- 
panies Laying in Large Stocks, 
[SPECIAL CABLR. | 

Lonpon, Feb. 16.—All indications point to 
a marked crisis in the coal trade, and dealers 
and large consumers are actively engaged in 
preparing for an emergency. The Durham 
Coal-Owners’ Association publishes the fol- 
lowing ¢cir¢ular, which was drawn up at a 
meeting held at Newcastle last night: 


The Coal-Owners’ Association having clearly 
shown to the Federation Board that the present 
and future prospects of the trade render it im- 
peratively necessary that a considerable reduction 
in wages should take place they learn with regret 
from an official communication of the 9th of Feb- 
ruary that the workmen have declined to accept 
any of the three gronosn le witen were laid before 
them—nameiy: First. to accept an immediate 
reduction in wages of 10 per cent: second, to sub- 
mit to open arbitration’ of the question what 
change of wages ought to be made: third, to leave 
to their Executive Council tbe power to negotiate 
and decide the matter with the coal-owners. 
The Association of CoalOwners therefore has 
no other course left than to give fourteen days’ 
notice to terminate the present contracts of hir- 
ing. witha view of obtaining a substantial re- 
daction of wages, but before taking such an im- 
portant step, which would entail severe loss, not 
only on the miners themselves but on a large 
mass of the population depending on the coal 
trade, they desire to afford the Federation Board 
another opportunity of obtaining power to meet 
and settle the matter with the owners’ associa- 
tion, and in order that time may be given for this 
purpose it has been resolved to postpone until 
Saturday, the 27th, the giving oF the fourteen 
days’ notice to terminate existing contracts, 
but that failing settlement such notices will be 
given on that date, 

The Metropolitan gas companies are in- 
creasing their coal supplies up to the limit 
for which they have accommodations with a 
view to such contingencies, and they do not 
mean to be left behind either by strikes or 
short. time. There is a busy scene at the 
Becton wharf of the Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany just now. The large fleet of coal vessels 
which is being brought around from the east 
coast cannot be accommodated with sufficient 
rapidity. The vessels which arrived Friday 


yesterday will not be unloaded until Thurs- 


day. : 

The South London gas companies are fol- 
lowing the same lines as those general in the 
trade of the Thames. The employers are 
uioving in the direction of increased unity and 
more effective action in dealing with the labor 
disputes, as to which at present the existing 
feeling is somewhat uncertairr.

Heavy Snowfall In Paria

JUDGE DUNNE’S FORCIBLE PROTEST. 


His Letter Objecting to the Position of the 
Archbishops. 
Rome, Feb. 16.—At the Catholic Congress 
in Baltimore in 1889 a committee of prelates 
, and laymen was appointed to make arrange- 
ments for the Catholic Congress to be held in 
connection with the Columbian Exposition. 
The committee was also charged with prepar- 
ing a program of matters to be discussed at 
this congress. Among the members of 
the committee was Judge E. F. Dunne 
of Ohio. Under date of Dec. 10 Mr. 
Dunne wrote a personal letter to 
Mr. Conde B. Pailen. editor of the Church 
Progress and Catholic World of St. Louis, 
giving his views in regard to certain decisions 
of this committee. This letter in some way 
come into the hands of the Rev. C. Kuhlman 
who sympathizea with the views expressed 
therein. He had the letter put in print and 
sent copies to all the Cardinals. The letter 
was received here in Rome a few days ago and 
has created no little sensation in ecclesiastical 
circles, 
Mr. Kuhlman prefaces Mr. Dunne’s letter 
with a statement over his own name to the ef- 
fect that the decisions reached by the Amer- 
ican prelates with reference to the Catholic 
congress to be beld at Chicago was displeasing 
to himself, to Messrs..Pallen and Dunne, and 
to many other Catholics. The authorities at 
Rome are therefore invoked to overrule these 
decisions. Letter says: 

16, 
1891.—My Dear Pallen: You see the disvatches 
„ from St. Louis (written in Chicago] give the 
„program of papers on subjects for discussion 
in the next Catholic congress as making no 
mention of temporal power and education, and the 
impression is thus created (and generally accepted) 
that those subjects were not adopted by the Arch- 
bishops. I have not yet received last week's 
aper. so I do not know if you have corrected the 
ie, so I am going to make a statement. Though 
most of it may not be new to you, some of it may. 
1. Our lay committee was appointed by the 
last congress, the highest lay authority in the 
matter. [he Bishops participated with us at 
that congress and to that extent recognized the 
lay action, the legitimacy and — oe of it. 
2. Our first meeting was held at ton in July, 
1890, and convened there because the Arehbishops 
were to have a conference there at that time. 
We sent a committee to wait on the 
Archbishops and made them codperate with 
us. They recognized every committee, thus 
recognizing the authority and legitimacy of 
our General committee. More, they accepted our 
invitation and sent a representation of their body 
to meet and act with us, and they did meet and 
act. More's the pity,’ for they overruled my 
motion to instruct the Subcommittee on Organi- 
zation to place temporal power and education 
first on the list.

Judge Morris Renders a Decision in Regard 


to the Privilezes of the Officials. 

Bartimore, Md., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
dudge Morris in the United States District 
Court today rendered a decision affecting the 
rights of United States Supervisors of Elec- 
tions ui der the Australian ballot system. It 
was contended by the city authorities that the 
Supervisor could not accompany the ballot 
clerk in instructing an illiterate voter.

State law the Federal Supervisors inay, if re- 
quested by an illiterate, accompany the ballot 
clerks to the booth and inspect and scrutinize 
the marking of the ballot-as to the candidates 
for representative in Congress to ascertain if 
it is properly marked; that the Supervisors 
may explain to the illiterate voter that it is 
his privilege to have their scrutiny or not, as 
he chooses. 


Republicans Elect the Mayor of Syracuse. 

Syracuse, N. I., Feb. 16.— Special.] — The 
Republicans are celebrating tonight one of 
the greatest victories ever achieved by them 
in this city. The charter election took place 
today and it was allin their favor. The Re- 
publican candidate for Mayor, Jacob Amos, is 
elected by a plurality of more than 1,000 over 
his Democratic opponent, George Penn. The 
Republican nominees for Aldermen were all 
successful, and of the city’s fourteen Super- 
visors only three are Democrats. All the Re- 
publican nominees for city offices are elected 
by big majorities. The town is lighted up 
with bonfires tonight in celebration of the 
victory and bands of music are parading 
through the streets and giving serenades to 
the successful candidates.

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Headquarters Ready and the Men Deter- 
mined to Push the Protest—Alleged At- 
tempt to Induce Cleveland Men to Turn 
Traitor in the Convention—Estimate of 
Hill’s Strength as Shown by the Dele- 
gates Already Elected—Cleveland Asso- 
ciation Formed in New Jersey. 


New Yorx, Feb. 16.— Special.] — Next 


Monday at Albany promises to be a remark- 
ably interesting day in the annalsof the 
Democratic party in this State. Governor 
Hill’s machine convention will be at work 


‘doing the business ordered by its master, and 


atthe same time there will be gathered in 
Albany representatives of the most respectable 
Democracy in the State, protesting against 
the holding of a convention at such an un- 
seasonable time. : 

The leaders in the revolt against this snap 

convention will take up their headquarters in 
Albany for that day. Not only will the lead- 
ers of the revolt in this city meet in Albany, 
but the leaders of it in every other important 
center in the State will be on hand also, and 
the result will be a conference and probably 
the adoption of a plan of campaign in case 
the machine managers refuse to call a halt 
and order a new convention. The committee 
of fifty appointed by Frederic R. Coudert, at 
the order of the great mass-meeting in the 
Cooper Union, has secured quarters at the 
Kenmore House in Albany. Besides parlors 
the members have had nine rooms reserved 
for them. 
Several members of the committee will 
leave this city for Albany Sunday morning 
and the others will follow that night. Con- 
ferences will be held at the Kenmore with the 
leaders in the movement from other sections 
of the State, and at 10 o’clock Monday the 
Committee of Fifty will wait upon the Demo- 
cratic State committee, which is called to 
meet at that hour, and will file with it the pro- 
test made at the Cooper Institute. The pro- 
tests made in Buffalo and other sections of the 
State will be presented by committees having 
them in charge. 

A popular movement of organization of the 
New Jersey Democracy has been started. The 
name that has been chosen for it is the Cleve- 
land Democratic Association of New Jersey. 
Permanent headquarters have been estab- 
lished in Jersey City. It is now less than two 
woeks since the idea of the organization was 
first suggested, it is sympathetic in its origin, 
springing largely from observation of the 
condition of matters in New York State under 
the dictatorship of Hill.

Hill gained more strength in this vicinity to- 
day. In the First Assembly District of Sara- 
toga County the Democrats elected these dele- 
gates to the winter convention: 
Dougrey Jr., Edward H. Hoyt, and John Sin- 
gleton. Alternates, Elias Washburn, John 
McCabe, and James H. Meeker. The dele- 
gates were instructed to vote for David B. 
Hill for President. From present indications 
it would appear that Hill is to get the dele- 
gates of all the counties except five, and it is 
not certain that even that number will be op- 
posed to him. The doubtful counties are:

It is not likel® that Mr. Weed will 
favor Cleveland, neither can Re be counted 
for Hill. 

Allowing these five counties to the opposi- 
tion it means a total of fifteen delegates to 
Hill's 369. Senator Hill's friends are willing 
to bet on those figures and to wager high that 
the opposing forces in the State convention 
Feb. 22 will not foot up a totgl of fifteen. It 
will show further, his friends hope, that the 
Senator failing to secure the nomination for 
himself will be in a position to make terms 
with a promising candidate, | 

Experts upon the political situation now 
concede that Hill's chances for the nomina- 
tion have fallen consideratly ana his only out- 
look is to be in a position to make a bargain 
with the most likely candidate. A majority 
of the more conservative leaders in the Democ- 
racy have lately accepted the views regarding

Chicago Republicans Not Decided on Na- 


tional Convention Delegates, 

Some discussion is bemg indulged in by

The Congressional district delegates shall be 
chosen at conventions called by the Congressional 
committee of each district, in the same manner 
as the nomination for a Representative in Con- 
gress is made in said district. 

it seems to have heen the general impres- 
sion that the distrivt delegates should be se- 
lected thirty days prior to the convention, the 
same as delegates-at-large. No good reason 
why they should nut be seems to have been 
advanced. Some party men are opposed to it, 
however, and say that by waiting until a few 
days prior to the National convention the 
Congressional candidate could be nominated 
and it would not be necessary to hold two 
conventions. Others hold that it is the spirit 
of the call that the district convention should 
be held thirty days prior to the National con- 
vention. 


STRONGLY OPPOSE FURTHER DELAY. 


Republicans Want a Meeting of the City 
Central Committee, 

There is a good deal of dissatisfaction 
among Republicans in reference to the calling 
of a meeting of the City Central committee. 
It is now nearly a month since Mr. Ball, the 
Chairman, said he would call it for the follow- 
ing Thursday.

Robb and Vance Are Held for the Attempt

THE OFFICER WAS ON TIME, 


The Goldbergs of Winona, Minn., in Jail 
for Firing Their Store. 

Winona, Minn., Feb. 16.—[Special.]—I. 
Goldberg and his son are in jail here charged 
with arson. Goldberg owned a dry-goods 
store and it was discovered on fire and quick- 
ly extinguished early this morning, in the 
store was found a line of boxes and barrels 
containing kerosene. Soaked straw had been 
laid the entire length of the store, and through 
the center of these was strung a twenty-foot 
piece of kerosene-soaked lampwick which 
led imto a five-galion kerosene can, and 
had been ignited at the end near 
the rear door of the store. An Officer’ dis- 
covered the fire and detected young Goldberg 
skulking away from it.

Mauston, Wis., Feb. 16.—[Special. |—The 
authorities here have made what they believe 
to be an important capture in the arrest of a 
farmer named Young, living three miles north 
of here,ona charge of making counterfeit 
money. In Young’s house, when he was ar- 
rested, was found a complete coiner’s outfit, 
dies, ladles, metals of various kinds, and coun- 
terfeit quarters, halves, and dollars.

PLOT TO KILL PRESIDENT MONTT, 


Attempt Made to Wreck the Train He Was 
Expected Upon—General Chilean News.

Vatparaiso, Chile, Feb. 16.—Plots to kill 
both President Montt and Gen. Canto have 
been discovered and thwarted. 

The attempt on President Montt’s life took 
place last Sunday night. The miscreants en- 
gaged in it remvuved the rails three kilometers 
north of Maule Station. Their intention was 
to wreck the train which Montt was announced 
to take.

VIEWS OF A NEW YORK NEWSPAPE 


“Times” Discusses the Cause of 

Ty phoid-Fever in Chicago, 

The New York Times in a recent editorial 
under the head of ‘Typhoid Epidemic in 
Chicago says: 

Because a World's Fair is soon to “be held in 
Chicago the sanitary condition of that city has 
become a matter of interest to hundreds of thou- 
sands of people who reside elsewhere and who de- 
sire to visit Chicago during the progress of the 
Fair. Since the official vital statistics of Chi- 
cago were made the subject of a forcible es- 
say at the recent meeting of the American 
Statistical Association there have been recorded 
additional figures which are by no means reassur- 
ing. It appears that in the month of January. 
1892, there were almost as many fatal cases of 
typholfd-fever as were recorded for the entire year 
in this city in 1558, 1889, 1490, or 1891. The average 
anuual number for New York in those years was 
374. The number for January in Chicago was 
311. This was twice the number of fatal cases in 
Boston for the entire year 1891. London, with 
three and one-haif times the population of Chi- 
cago, had only 619 deaths from this cause in 1890.

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he marked increase from 186 in December to 
311 in January seems to indicate a revival of the 
epidemic which killed 408 petsons in May. The 
record for 1891 had never been equaled in oy 
American city, 80 far as we know, but the mortal- 
ity for the current year promises to much 
greater. Even in Philadelphia in 1876 the typhoid 
death rate per 10,000 of inhabitants was only 9.36. 
In Chicago last year it was 16.64. 


After quoting statements made at à recent 


meeting of the Drainage Board, the Times 
says: 8 

It will be seen that the lake is polluted not only 
by the Chicago River, which 1s practically a large 
open sewer, but also by many sewers which 
discharge their contents directly into it. Hereto- 
fore an impression has prevailed outside of 
Chicago that the contamination of the water 
supply was caused only by sewage from the river, 
amd it has been promised that the flow of 
this sewage into the lake would be prevented by 
the operation of certain machinery not yet com- 
pleted. But now it appears that the sewage of 
150,000 people is discharged into the lake directly 
by sewers constructed upon a plan which re- 

uited such a disposition of their contents, and 
the opinion is expressed that the flow of sewage 
from these sewers cannot be stopped. 

Greater folly has never been revealed in the re- 
cent history of any great city’s attempts to pro- 
cure a clean and healthful supply of water. 
While Chicago has been drawing water from the 
lake by devices to which the attention of the 
world has been directed, it has been deliberately 
and intentionally poisoning the waters of the lake 
by the sewers of a population constantly and rap- 
idly increasing. ft is not difficult to find the 
causes of the continuing epidemic of typhoid- 
fever in that city. 


NEW YORK’'S TYPHUS DANGER OVER. 


So It Is Decided by a Meeting of Sanitary

New York, Feb. 16.—[ Special. I Health 
Commissioners Wilson and Bryant, Police 
Commissioner Voorhis, Sanitary Superin- 
tendent Ewing, Dr. Cyrus Edson, Col. W. P.

DON’T LIKE SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


Property-Owners Fighting the Eighteenth 
Street Bridge Improvement. 

Half a dozen lawyers gathered in Judge 
McConnell’s court yesterday afternoon to 
open the fight against the city’s attempt to 
pay for Eighteenth street bridge improve- 
ment by special assessment. Last winter 
condemnation proceedings to acquire the 
needed land were brought and compensation 
was fixed at $80,000. A triangular strip of 
land used by Robert Law’s coal docks was 
condemned for the purpose of widening the 
river to make up for the channel obstructed 
by the pier. 

Property-owners who are assessed under the 
Commiesioners’ report object to confirma- 
tion, first, because the bridge being a public 
improvement should be paid for out of the 
general tax, and second, because the river 
should be changed only by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 


establish a dock line on the east line of the 
bridge piers. Had it not been for the action 
of the board in September they would have 
filled in the river at this point and would now 
have been using it for their freight traffic. 
They had now given up the idea of filling in, 
and only asked that the board allow them to 
drive piles, plank them, and lay tracks on the 
surface. They would guarantee to take out 
the piles whenever the board demanded it. - 

Dr. Gilmore said he saw no reason why the 
board should change its opinion rendered 
last fall unless the railroad company had 
something new to present. He was assured by 
Mr. Brooks that the company was occupying 
a new position; that whereas last fall it asked 
to fill in and for a permanent occupancy, now 
it only wished to drive piles and would hold 
possession at the will of the board. : 

Mr. Rood, Chief Engineer, explamed the 
emergency that made the use of this particu- 
lar spot valuable to the company. The trans- 
portation question, he said, was one of the 
serious problems in connection with the 
World’s Fair, All the railroad corporations 
in the city were making or would make the 
most extraordinary preparations to solve the 
problem, The Pennsylvania company intend- 
ed to give up its freight yards south of Van 
Buren street on the river front to the accom- 
modation of World's Fair passenger traffic, 
and this made necessary new freight yards. 
For this purpose it wished to use the piers of 
the bridges and the space between. It pro- 
‘posed to spend $250,000 at this point. 

Mr. Cooley said the river at the point in 
question was, only eighty feet wide, while the 
uses of the Sanitary District required a width 
of 160. The additional width would have to 
be condemned sooner or later. A strong as- 
surance would need to be held out by the 
company that the emergency was a real one 
that made the new tracks necessary, that 
possession would not militate against the use 
of the river for sanitary purposes, and that no 
structures would be built along the river front 
in connection with the tracks, which would 
make the question of their removal a com-

HE NOW SAYS HE IS A PERJURER. 


Robert Rose, Who Won a Suit for Damages 
Against Atchison, Refuses the Money, 


lawyers and doctors of Atchison are confront- 
ed by a queer case. Eight years ago Robert 
R. Rose, a poor man residing in Buchanan 
County, Missouri, fell through a hole in a side- 
walk in this city and sustained permanent in- 
juries. He sued the city for damages, and the 
jury allowed him $2,500. The case went to the 
Supreme Court and back three times and was 
finally decided in favor of the plaintiff. The 
moncy was paid to the plaintiff’s attorneys 
last week, and they notified their client to that 
effect. Last night Rose came to Atchison and 
surrendered to the Sheriff, stating that he was 
a perjurer and wanted to be punished for tne 
crime. He denied that he had sustained any 
injuries and says that he planned the accident 
to defraud the city. He told the Sheriff that 
he had recently experienced religion and had 
decided to follow Christ, and could not rest 
with a sin standing against him. Four or five 
doctors testified at the first trial of the case 
that Rose’s injuries were permanent, and as 
he is still lame they declare that he 1s crazy, 
but he appears perfectly sane. Rose is in jail 
pending an investigation by the County Attor- 
ney.
